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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 10-16 and 18-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable US Patent publication 20010003124 to Zolotnitsky et al., 
(hereinafter "Zolotnitsky"). 

The rejection stands as per reason of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-5, 7, 10-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zolotnitsky in combination with US Patent 6,107,393 to 
Abusleme et al., (of record, hereinafter "Abusleme '393"). 

The rejection stands as per reason of record. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3-27-2008 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

No amendment to the claims or any new arguments have been presented 
at this time. All of the arguments have been previously addressed in the Office 
actions dated 1 1-27-2007 and Advisory action dated 3-19-2008.
